To  Friends  Everywhere: 

Dear  Friends, 

More  than  five  hundred  Friends  from  our  scattered  Monthly  Meetings  in  eight  states,  Can- 
ada and  Mexico,  each  individual  traveling  an  average  of  over  five  hundreds  miles,  have 
gathered  under  the  redwoods  for  five  days  days  of  joyous  seeking  fellowship.  The  joy  has 
been  tempered  by  a humbling  realization  that  though  we  are  deeply  and  lovingly  united  in 
yearning  to  express  our  Peace  Testimony,  we  are  so  enmeshed  in  our  war-centered  economy 
that  we  are  unable  to  speak  to  the  dilemma  of  our  time  with  a truly  united  voice.  There  has, 
however,  been  a genuine  harmony  in  our  seeking  together  despite  the  disparity  in  our  back- 
grounds and  our  ages,  for  we  range  in  age  from  babes  in  arms  to  ninety-year-olds.  One  high 
school  Friend  reminded  us  that  we  are  all  children  of  God,  and  that  the  gap  between  the  young- 
est and  the  oldest  is  relatively  insignificant;  talking  about  it  only  adds  bricks  to  the  wall  of 
separation. 

Our  Yearly  Meeting  has  been  likened  to  a river  rising  as  precious  drops  of  crystal  water 
in  the  hearts  of  each  one  of  us,  and  flowing  together  through  our  lives  and  meetings  to  form 
a stream  which  we  hope  will  water  a thirsty  land  bringing  peace  and  not  destruction. 

Howard  Brinton,  in  his  talk  about  the  rise  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  England,  reminded 
us  that  our  many  small  meetings  of  convinced  Friends  and  seekers  are  similar  to  those  of 
the  early  Society.  The  ability  of  our  witness  to  be  effective  depends  upon  the  faith  that  each 
one  of  us  has  in  the  crystal  drops  of  Truth,  trusted  to  him,  and  in  equal  trust  in  the  Truth 
entrusted  to  others,  that  all  of  us  may  willingly  let  this  Living  Water  flow  through  our  lives. 

“Our  Father,  hard  to  know  but  always  near,  almighty  but  always  kind,  help  us  to  believe 
as  well  as  to  say,  ‘This  is  Thy  World.’  Lead  us  to  the  pure  springs  of  living  water,  the  source 
of  life.  Make  our  Yearly  Meetings  strong  clear  rivers  which  will  be  refreshment  and  sus- 
tenance to  Thy  children.  Accept  these,  our  hearts.”

YOUNG  FRIENDS  EPISTLE 


To  Young  Friends  Everywhere: 

The  Junior  and  Senior  High  groups  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  have  combined  to  form  a 
Junior  Yearly  Meeting.  Stephen  Young  was  clerk.  Groups  came  from  the  Friends  Secondary 
School  and  from  John  Way’s  trip,  which  was  returning  from  Argenta,  B.  C. 

We  found  we  are  able  to  conduct  meetings  by  ourselves.  In  one  meeting  we  had  an  excellent 
discussion  about  God  which  stemmed  from  two  Queries.  Resource  people  led  us  in  discussions 
on  the  subject  of  juvenile  delinquency. 

In  our  free  time  we  swam,  sang,  walked  in  the  redwoods,  attended  adult  committee  meet- 
ings and  talked.  Steve  Young,  Clerk 


Each  Yearly  Meeting  has  its  individual  fla- 
vor. The  size  of  the  1959  sessions  impressed 
all  who  attended;  there  were  553  persons  reg- 
istered— of  these  312  were  adults,  169  were 
“non-voters,”  and  72  were  under  six.  But 
even  more  than  the  size,  the  vitality  of  the 


Meeting  impressed  our  visitors  from  far 
away,  Amelia  Swayne,  Iphegenia  Pappen- 
heim,  and  Howard  Brinton,  who  themselves 
contributed  much  from  their  wide  experi- 
ence and  gentle  wisdom.  The  clerks  contin- 
ued the  practice  of  beginning  each  session 
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with  excerpts  from  Epistles  from  other  Year- 
ly Meetings  over  the  world,  which  gave  us 
direction  and  inspiration,  and  made  us  aware 
of  belonging  to  the  wide  circle  of  Friends.  On 
Sunday  morning  Howard  Brinton  brought  us 
an  amusing  and  authoratative  account  of  the 
rise  of  the  Society  of  Friends  and  encouraged 
us  by  pointing  out  comparable  facets  in  our 
own  local  Meeting  activities. 

Our  meeting  for  worship  on  Sunday, 
though  very  large,  was  deeply  dedicated,  and 
the  wind  of  the  Spirit  moved  strongly  among 
us.  As  in  the  past,  a meaningful  part  of  Year- 
ly Meeting  was  the  worship  - fellowship 
groups  on  three  mornings.  In  these  small 
groups  often  we  come  to  know  intimately 
several  people;  we  have  opportunity  for  ex- 
change of  views;  and  not  infrequently  wor- 
ship of  great  depth  results.  There  appeared 
to  be  even  more  variety  than  usual  in  the 
groups  this  year,  but  for  many  they  were 
the  high  spots  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  experF 
ence. 

This  was  not  a restful  Yearly  Meeting.  We 
worked  hard,  we  experienced  unexpected 
difficulties,  we  suffered  from  some  lack  of 
the  self-discipline  necessary  in  so  large  a 
gathering.  We  searched  diligently  and  we 
missed  the  presence  of  many  Friends  who 
might  have  helped  us.  But  the  meeting  was 
also  a period  of  great  rewards — of  stimulat- 
ing worship,  of  honest  sharing,  of  gay  laugh- 
ter. Even  the  roughness  of  some  of  the  ac- 
commodations created  an  informal  and  help- 
ful friendliness. 

“Our  diversity  and  growth,”  says  the  clos- 
ing Minute,  “have  created  difficulties,  yet 
through  honest  and  loving  meeting  with  each 
other  we  have  advanced  toward  true  unity 
in  diversity. 

“God  has  taken  our  fumblings  and  our  lim- 
itations and  transmuted  our  plans,  and  given 
back  to  us  in  unexpected  ways  our  efforts, 
transformed  and  lifted  to  the  light  of  His 
presence.” 

OPENING  SESSIONS 

The  Yearly  Meeting  opened  with  a gather- 
ing at  the  fire  circle,  Friday  afternoon.  It  was 
a family  meeting  in  several  senses:  it  was  the 
one  time  when  all  participated,  from  the 
smallest  to  the  90-year-olds.  We  had  the  fes- 
tive feeling  of  a family  reunion — a joyous  but 
somehow  solemn  celebration.  And  we  felt 
closely  a part  of  the  wide  family  of  Friends, 
and  of  all  peoples,  who  have  one  Father,  no 
matter  which  continent  they  happen  to  in- 
habit. 

After  a short  but  meaningful  period  of  si- 
lent worship,  the  reading  clerk  read  excerpts 
from  three  Epistles,  from  London,  from  Bal- 


timore, Md.,  and  from  Ireland: 

“We  are  all  members  of  the  same  family  of 
Friends,  with  the  love  of  God  enfolding  us  all.” 

“We  have  been  challenged  to  search  our  hearts 
and  develop  our  minds  that  we  may  assume  a 
mature  leadership;  irrevocably  discontented  with 
all  that  is  cruel  and  unhappy;  permanently  at 
cross-purposes  with  falsehood,  hatred  and  war; 
and  ever-sensitive  to  the  all  encompassing  Truth, 
no  matter  where  we  find  it.” 

“Recalling  our  youth,  we  ask  for  faith  to  trust 
our  children  seeking  in  their  own  way  to  express 
the  Light  Within.  We  can  offer  them  the  histor- 
ical facts  of  our  common  faith  but  they  must 
make  the  living  experience  their  own.” 

The  reading  clerk  explained  to  the  many 
children  there  that  an  Epistle  is  a letter  from 
members  of  the  family  who  could  not  be 
present.  One  very  young  member  asked  if 
we  would  send  a letter  back.  He  was  assured 
that  Hugh  Campbell  Brown,  Margaret  Sim- 
kin  and  Phillip  Wells  had  already  been  ap- 
pointed to  attend  to  this  matter. 

Even  while  we  were  feeling  so  united,  we 
became  aware  of  our  diversity!  The  clerk 
called  the  roll  by  Monthly  Meetings,  and 
those  from  each  Meeting  rose.  It  was  most 
impressive.  Twenty-five  Meetings,  in  three 
countries,  were  represented,  and  later  in  the 
sessions.  Friends  arrived  from  three  other 
Monthly  Meetings.  In  addition  five  worship 
groups  were  represented,  and  there  were  also 
a number  of  “friends  of  the  Friends”  who  en- 
riched our  fellowship. 

These  are  the  Meetings  from  which  we 
came:  Albuquerque,  Berkeley,  Claremont, 
College  Park,  Delta,  Eastside  (Seattle),  Eu- 
gene, Honolulu,  La  Jolla,  Los  Angeles,  Mex- 
ico City,  Monterey  Peninsula,  Multnomah 
(Portland),  Orange  Grove,  Palo  Alto,  Phoe- 
nix, Riverside-Redlands,  Salt  Lake  City,  San 
Fernando,  San  Francisco,  Santa  Fe,  Santa 
Monica,  Tacoma,  Tucson,  University  (Se- 
attle), Vancouver,  Victoria,  Whitleaf,  Wil- 
lamette Valley,  Fresno  worship  group.  Har- 
bor Area  group,  Sacramento  worship  group, 
San  Luis  Obispo  Meeting,  Santa  Barbara 
Meeting. 

In  this  first  session,  after  we  had  been  in- 
troduced, the  reading  clerk  became  a singing 
clerk  and  we  sang  together  several  lovely 
spirituals  and  folk  songs,  the  themes  of  which 
frequently  recurred  in  our  worship  and  dis- 
cussions during  the  next  few  days. 

In  the  second  session  we  heard  reports 
from  the  Quarterly  and  Half-Yearly  Meet- 
ings, which  listed  encouraging  growth  and 
activity  in  most  of  our  Meetings.  The  inti- 
macy of  past  reports,  when  each  Monthly 
Meeting  made  its  own,  was  missed,  but  we 
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realized  this  was  necessary  in  view  of  our 
greatly  increased  size. 

Memorials  were  given  for  Robert  Simkin 
of  Los  Angeles,  and  Robert  Dann  of  Willam- 
ette Valley,  Honolulu,  and  Delta,  and  all 
present  thought  of  the  great  gifts  they  had 
made  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  and  to  all 
Friends  wherever  they  were.  Our  Minute 
states:  “To  use  the  words  of  Robert  Simkin  at 
last  Yearly  Meeting,  ‘We  stand  on  their 
shoulders’.” 

SESSION  WITH  YOUNG  FRIENDS 

The  joint  session  Saturday  evening,  plan- 
ned by  the  Education  Committee  was  intro- 
duced by  the  Epistle  from  Young  Friends  of 
North  Carolina  Yearly  Meeting.  This  letter 
might  well  have  been  the  theme  of  the  two 
Sunday  evening  sessions  as  well  as  this  joint 
one. 

In  our  dicussions  we  have  not  always  found 
unity  of  thought  or  action,  but  by  the  stimulation 
of  analyzing  our  beliefs  against  equally  strong 
beliefs  of  others,  we  have  gained  much  in  know- 
ledge and  understanding.  To  talk,  to  disagree,  and 
to  understanding  with  complete  absence  of  dis- 
cord is  in  itself  an  accomplishment  for  which  all 
nations  of  today  should  strive. 

Although  it  was  obvious  almost  at  once 
that  the  group  was  too  large  (300  persons) 
and  the  acoustics  too  difficult  for  the  kind 
of  sharing  the  committee  had  hoped  for, 
something  of  what  we  had  expected  did 
occur.  The  period  of  worship  was  one  of  the 
most  profound  of  any  at  this  Yearly  Meeting. 
And  after  the  reading  of  the  very  provoca- 
tive questions  prepared  by  the  Education 
Committee,  the  meeting  settled  again  into 
worship.  Had  we  had  more  faith  and 
patience,  we  might  have  been  further  re- 
warded, but  some  felt  speech  was  necessary 
and  our  deliberations  became  more  super- 
ficial. However,  they  were  far  from  fruitless. 
An  encouraging  report  was  given  from  the 
Northwest  Half-Yearly  Meeting  of  Young 
Friends,  who  had  a week-long  camp  in  June 
and  had  worked  hard  to  send  Terry  Dodd,  a 
member  of  University  Meeting,  as  one  of 
the  United  States  representatives  to  the 
Young  Friends  pilgrimage  to  England.  Fac- 
ulty and  students  of  the  Friends  Secondary 
Summier  School  were  introduced  and  repor- 
ted their  experiences  at  the  school  just  con- 
cluded. Friends  were  reminded  that  the  gulf 
we  think  exists  often  is  not  so  wide  as  we 
imagine.  Emotions  of  joy  and  love  do  pre- 
dominate in  many  lives — of  voters  and  non- 
voters alike.  Such  differences  as  do  exist 
should  not  be  emphasized  in  our  speaking 
to  one  another. 

In  conclusion  the  clerk  read  the  first  sen- 
tence of  the  Education  Committee  report, 


prepared  by  the  acting  chairman,  Dottie 
Pinney: 

All  of  us  have  been  young  once,  our  children 
will  become  Young  Friends,  and  some  of  our 
Young  Friends  will  grow  up  to  walk  beside  us, 
as  we  search  for  our  life’s  needs  and  fulfillments 
through  our  Meetings  and  our  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting. 

PEACE  TESTIMONY  AND 
SOCIAL  CONCERNS 

The  session  Saturday  evening  was  me:  i- 
tioned  by  more  attenders  than  any  other 
iession  as  the  most  significant  and  meaning- 
ful at  this  Yearly  Meeting.  While  many  ex- 
perienced disappointment  at  the  superficial 
differences  among  Friends,  many  more  felt 
out  underlying  unity  of  desire  and  purpose, 
and  the  strength  of  our  resolve  to  be  true  to 
our  peace  convictions  whatever  was  required 
of  us.  The  “Peace  Appeal”  from  Norway 
Yearly  Meeting,  which  was  read  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  session,  will  be  available  for 
Bulletin  readers  later. 

Three  concerns  formed  the  basis  for  our 
discussion,  a persona.!  concern  was  presented 
from  Stanley  Shaw  that  Friends  adopt  as 
our  major  effort  for  peace  henceforth  the 
purpose  to  set  our  own  house  in  order: 
Franklin  Zahn  brought  a concern  from  Clare- 
mont Monthly  Meeting  regarding  the  form- 
ulation and  support  of  a bill  to  provide  “al- 
ternate service”  for  our  taxes;  a message  was 
read  from  College  Park  Monthly  Meeting 
proposing  that  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  issue 
a call  to  responsibility  to  people  throughout 
the  world,  seeking  support  of  all  men  to  pre- 
vent a nuclear  war.  Of  these  the  first  caught 
and  held  the  attention  of  Friends,  who  felt 
that  more  statements  might  only  salve  our 
consciences.  The  Yearly  Meeting  minutes 
continue: 

Friends  spoke  freely  of  their  deep  convictions 
and  interpretations  of  our  peace  testimony.  We 
were  asked  whether  we  are  prepared  to  hold  one 
another  up  as  we  shift  our  occupational  orienta- 
tion in  an  attempt  to  avoid  our  entanglement  in 
a society  engaged  in  preparation  for  war.  We  were 
reminded  that  the  historical  record  shows  that 
Friends  who  have  taken  the  pacifist  position  have 
both  suffered  and  found  creative  occupational 
opportunities. 

Great  concern  was  expressed  for  our  responsi- 
bilities to  our  Young  Friends,  in  regard  to  their 
occupational  choices  and  their  understanding  of 
the  peace  testimony.  Are  we  trying  to  make  it 
easier  for  ourselves  by  educating  our  children  to 
do  something  we  ourselves  can  not  do  or  are  un- 
willing to  do?  One  Friend  asked  whether  we  are 
willing  to  be  so  revolutionary  in  our  economic 
life  that  we  have  the  power  to  speak  to  our 
younger  Friends  . . . 

We  must  remind  ourselves  and  our  Young 
Friends  that  our  primary  testimony  is  the  belief 
that  there  is  that  of  God  in  all  men,  and  we  can 
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not  withdraw  from  our  culture.  We  must  avoid 
an  intellectual  solution  which  will  lose  the  drive 
of  the  spirit.  . . . 

As  we  continued  to  share  our  hopes  and  prayers 
that  we  would  find  the  will  of  God,  we  all  sensed 
a longing  to  find  some  way  to  communicate  to 
others  what  we  all  felt  this  evening.  We  re-read 
our  own  Queries;  we  heard  the  Queries  from  the 
Lompoc  meeting.  We  remembered  the  evolution 
of  our  testimony  on  slavery  and  reminded  our- 
selves that  we  live  “not  only  in  a revolutionary 
world,  but  in  an  evolutionary  world.”  We  came 
to  see  that  peace  has  many  aspects,  that  the  power 
to  witness  comes  to  each  person  in  his  own  way, 
that  the  Light  can  shine  in  many  ways.  . . 

Friends  were  reluctant  to  leave  their  consider- 
ation of  Stanley’s  Shaw’s  concern.  Friends  re- 
minded us  that  only  a local  Meeting  can  decide 
whether  self-purification  can  be  made  the  first 
order  of  business  and  that  after  self-purification 
has  taken  place,  unless  we  change  the  system  we 
can  not  build  a peaceful  world. 

It  was  a clear  that  the  message  of  Stanley  Shaw 
has  stirred  the  Yearly  Meeting  to  consider  the 
seeds  of  war  in  our  own  garments.  We  feel  we 
must  see  to  the  cleansing  of  our  garments  in  order 
that  we  may  be  worthy  when  we  counsel  and 
assist  our  Young  Friends. 

On  a minute  to  Meetings  endorsing  Stanley 
Shaw’s  concern  we  are  not  in  unity.  In  the  face 
of  the  actualities  of  our  threatened  world  we 


are  in  doubt  about  the  value  of  more  words  and 
question  what  endorsement  would  add.  Yet  this 
and  the  minutes  forwarded  to  the  Yearly  Meeting 
by  College  Park  and  Claremont  Meetings  bring 
into  focus  our  continuing  uneasiness. 

In  spite  of  our  varying  degrees  of  emphasis  on 
how  our  peace  testimony  should  be  expressed, 
there  are  many  ways  to  peace.  There  are  (1)  those 
who  feel  that  we  must  seek  inward  peace  first  as 
self -purification;  (2)  those  who  are  moved  to  rad- 
ical personal  and  group  action  and  need  the  sup- 
port of  Meetings;  (3)  those  who  feel  that  as  citizens 
of  governments  we  still  have  opportunities  to  in- 
fluence events. 

We  support  Friends  who  are  led  to  walk  in  any 
of  these  ways  to  peace.  Whether  we  send  mess- 
ages to  the  Meetings  is  unimportant.  We  are  the 
Monthly  Meetings;  if  we  have  been  moved  our 
Meetings  will  be  moved  to  action.  We  differ,  yet 
we  love  each  other. 

The  next  morning  the  Meeting  again  con- 
sidered the  Claremont  Monthly  Meeting 
minute. 

Friends  spoke  vigorously  and  lovingly  to  var- 
ious ways  in  which  we  might  implement  our 
peace  testimony.  We  explored  our  feelings  with 
searching  questions,  some  of  which  we  have  not 
been  able  answer: 

Can  we  detach  ourselves  from  position  (status) 
or  security?  Can  we  identify  with  suffering  in

the  world  from  our  favored  circumstances?  Can 
we  rise  above  circumstances? 

The  meeting  agreed  that  we  should  en- 
courage Claremont  Monthly  Meeting  to  fol- 
low their  concern  further  by  communicating 
with  other  Monthly  Meetings. 

In  a later  session  (Monday  evening)  Ben 
Seaver  presented  a plan  to  establish  support 
for  a “Friend  in  Washington”  to  give  par- 
ticular attention  to  legislation  on  the  crucial 
issue  of  world  peace.  The  following  minute 
was  approved: 

We  lay  upon  the  Peace  Committee  the  futher- 
ing  of  the  concern  for  a “Friend  in  Washington,” 
among  the  Monthly  Meetings.  We  approve  the 
effort  to  encourage  new  financial  support  from 
the  Meetings  to  free  Raymond  Wilson  from  certain 
FCNL  duties  to  enable  him  to  serve  as  a “Friend 
in  Washington.” 

F’loyd  Schmoe  presented  a concern  to  request 
the  AFSC  to  continue  to  explore  the  possibility  of 
a called  meeting  “at  the  summit”  of  moral  and 
religious  leaders  of  the  world.  The  Meeting  ap- 
proved sending  a letter  to  the  AFSC  in  Philadel- 
phia endorsing  this  concern  and  instructed  Floyd 
Schmoe  to  write  it. 

In  his  report  for  Friends  World  Committee, 
Clifford  Maser  reminded  us  that  this  is  World 
Refugee  Year.  Individual  Friends  were  en- 
couraged to  pass  on  information  regarding 
the  refugee  problem  to  other  churches  and 
groups  in  their  communities.  Friends  have  a 
large  body  of  information  at  their  disposal 
and  have  a responsibility  to  inform  their 
neighbors.  A minute  was  adopted,  at  the  re- 
quest of  Orange  Grove  Meeting,  expressing 
our  accord  with  the  purposes  of  the  World 
Refugee  Year,  and  urging  Monthly  Meetings 
in  the  U.S.A.,  Canada,  and  Mexico,  to  inform 
themselves  and  seek  ways  to  help,  as  Meet- 
ings or  individuals.  Meetings  are  further 
urged  to  write  to  their  respective  govern- 
ments urging  them  to  support  the  year  to 
the  fullest  and  facilitate  regular  refugee  im- 
migration to  their  countries.  Copies  of  this 
minute  were  to  be  sent  to  the  Canadian 
National  Committee  for  Refugees  in  Ottawa, 
to  the  U.S.  Committee  for  Refugees  in  New 
York,  and  to  a corresponding  body  in  Mex- 
ico. 

Another  concern  which  gripped  the  Year- 
ly Meeting  was  Friends’  possible  contribution 
in  the  problem  of  crime  and  delinquency. 
This  concern  was  brought  to  us  by  Clare- 
mont Monthly  Meeting.  Franklin  Zahn  was 
appointed  to  represent  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing at  a conference  on  Crime  and  the  Treat- 
ment of  the  Offender,  to  be  under  the  aus- 
pices of  Friends  World  Committee,  at  Ger- 
mantown, Ohio,  in  November  of  this  year. 

A number  of  the  interest  groups,  which 
met  in  the  afternoons,  were,  of  course,  con- 


cerned with  peace  and  social  problems.  The 
Indian  Committee  was  continued  as  a con- 
sultative body.  Mary  Louise  Hooper  shared 
her  experiences  at  the  Ghana  conference, 
and  Floyd  Schmoe  spoke  about  his  trip  to 
Africa.  The  largest  interest  group,  the  work- 
shop on  religious  education  with  Amelia 
Swayne,  will  be  reported  later. 

The  group  interested  in  the  work  of  the 
FCL  and  FCNL  reported  that  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  representatives  have  been  active  in 
their  localities  and  have  thought  up  creative 
ways  of  working.  For  example,  George 
Clauss  in  Portland  took  copies  of  the  Wash- 
ington Newsletter  to  the  editor  of  the  Ore- 
gonian, who  expressed  real  appreciation  for 
it.  Ethel  Miller  of  Seattle  posts  material 
regularly  on  the  Meeting’s  bulletin  board, 
helps  to  bring  issues  to  members  of  the 
Meeting  and  encourages  letter  writing.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Phoenix  Meeting  remained  one 
Sunday  after  meeting  to  write  their  senators 
about  disarmament.  The  representatives  in 
California  have  worked  closely  with  the  two 
FCL  offices  to  arrange  meetings,  letter- 
writing sessions,  and  community  action.  The 
FCL  has  a suggestion  sheet — a do-it-yourself- 
but-ask-others-too  program.  (Write  Elinor 
Ashkenazy,  1435  Ave.  64,  Pasadena  2,  Calif.) 

This  group  formulated  the  following  tele- 
gram which  was  accepted  by  the  Yearly 
Meeting  and  sent  to  President  Dwight  D. 
Eisenhower: 

We  wish  to  commend  your  decision  to  join  with 
Britain  in  continuing  suspension  of  nuclear  weap- 
ons testing.  We  are  grateful  for  this  courageous 
leadership.  We  realize  that  much  remains  to  be 
done  but  we  congratulate  you  on  this  statesman- 
like step. 

In  all  its  deliberations  on  peace  and  our 
other  testimonies,  the  Yearly  Meeting  made 
it  clear  that  is  expects  Monthly  Meetings, 
and  perhaps  Quarterly  and  Half-Yearly 
Meetings  as  well,  to  be  active  in  finding  facts, 
sifting  individual  concerns,  carefully  con- 
sidering different  kinds  of  action,  and  taking 
such  action  as  clearly  appears  right. 

ORGANIZATION  and  RESPONSIBILITIES 

Considerable  progress  was  made  at  this 
Yearly  Meeting  to  expedite  our  business.  An 
alternate  clerk  was  appointed;  one  of  his 
tasks  may  well  be  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
the  Interim  Committee,  and  another  to  co- 
ordinate the  plans  for  Yearly  Meeting  ses- 
sions. Yearly  Meeting  next  year  will  be  in 
Oregon  at  one  of  the  college  campuses. 

The  Discipline  Committee  presented  a ten- 
tative draft  for  an  Introductory  Statement, 
and  Monthly  Meetings  are  asked  to  consider 
it  carefully  before  next  August.  We  were  re- 
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minded,  too,  that  nothing  we  so  far  have 
adopted  is  sacrosanct.  We  need  to  remain 
open  to  new  leading  and  constantly  to  study 
and  reconsider  our  Discipline  in  the  light  of 
our  growth  and  experience. 

The  value  of  intervisitation  among  our 
Meetings  is  obvious,  and  we  were  clear  that 
persons  undertaking  this  service  should  be 
chosen  entirely  on  their  qualifications.  In 
order  that  appointments  may  be  made  on  this 
basis,  both  the  Visitation  Committee  and  the 
Committee  on  Ministry  and  Oversight  were 
encouraged  to  grant  travel  minutes  to  Yearly 
Meeting  visitors,  and  the  travelers  were  re- 
quested to  report  to  the  appropriate  chair- 
man or  to  the  treasurer  an  accurate  record  of 
visitation  expenditures,  whether  these  ex- 
penses are  paid  personally  or  by  the  Meeting. 

This  procedure  will  give  us  an  honest  pic- 
ture of  expenses.  On  more  informal  levels, 
visiting  among  Friends  is  encouraged,  from 
the  extended  and  planned  tour  to  the  occa- 
sional sudden  drop-in.  Such  contacts  are  es- 
sential to  the  health  of  our  Yearly  Meeting. 

San  Luis  Obispo  Meeting  indicated  it 
looked  forward  soon  to  application  for  rec- 
ognition as  a Monthly  Meeting,  and  William 
and  Anna  James  were  appointed  as  a com- 
mittee of  oversight. 

In  recognition  of  the  tremendous  task  we 
laid  upon  the  Peace  and  Service  Committee 
last  year,  the  Yearly  Meeting  accepted  the 
committee’s  suggestion  that  it  concentrate  on 
peace.  The  following  minute  was  adopted: 

The  Yearly  Meeting  shall  appoint  a Committee 
on  the  Social  Order  for  the  term  of  one  year.  This 
committee  shall  serve  as  a clearing  house  of  in- 
formation on  the  interest  and  activity  of  Friends 
in  regard  to  race  relations,  treatment  of  the  of- 
fender, capital  punishment,  the  economic  system, 
and  other  areas  of  stress  in  our  society  of  interest 
to  the  Yearly  Meeting.  It  will  assemble  and  pre- 
pare reports  of  these  interests  and  activities,  in- 
cluding reports  of  conferences  attended. 

One  matter  was  immediately  referred  to 
this  committee — a letter  from  London  Yearly 
Meeting  on  slavery.  This  letter  pointed  out 
the  seriousness  and  magnitude  of  the  prob- 
lem and  asked  assistance  from  Friends  in 
marshalling  facts  on  the  subject. 

As  we  looked  at  all  the  things  we  wanted 
to  do,  the  work  we  were  expecting  of  our 
committees,  and  our  responsibilities  to  oth- 
ers, we  made  a decision  regarding  our  fi- 
nances: 

It  was  clear  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  that  if  we 
were  to  carry  on  the  program  of  visitation  so 
heartily  endorsed  by  Friends,  and  if  we  were  to 
meet  the  minimum  needs  of  an  encouraging 
growth  in  the  size  of  the  Yearly  Meeting,  it  would 


be  necessary  to  request  Monthly  Meetings  to  in- 
crease their  per  capita  contribution  from  $4  to  $5. 
After  considerable  discussion  the  Meeting  gave 
warm  approval  to  this  increase. 

Also  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Meet- 
ing House  Fund  Committee  were  instructed 
to  explore  the  problems  of  incorporation  of 
the  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  Nominating  Committee  worked  very 
hard  this  year.  Early  in  the  session  they 
posted  a tentative  list  of  nominations,  and 
made  their  full  report  in  the  light  of  Friends’ 
suggestions  regarding  the  list.

YOUNG  FRIENDS  EMERGE  AS  ENTITY 

The  strides  made  by  the  Young  Friends  in 
their  local  activities  became  clearly  visible 
at  La  Honda  this  year.  Future  leaders  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  organized  the  Junior 
Yearly  Meeting  and  conducted  its  business 
in  a capable  and  deeply  spiritual  way.  Last 
year  the  Junior  High  Young  Friends  and  the 
Senior  High  group  met  separtely;  this  year 
it  seemed  right  and  natural  to  form  a united 
Junior  Yearly  Meeting. 

Its  success  was  largely  the  result  of  prepar- 
ative activity,  prior  to  the  assembly  at  La 
Honda,  on  the  part  of  both  Junior  and  Senior 
High  Young  Friends.  At  Interim  Committee 
Friday  morning  Stephen  Young  presented 
several  recommendations  prepared  by  Young 
Friends  and  later  adopted  by  the  Yearly 
Meeting. 

1.  The  budget  for  Young  Friends  should  be  $150. 

2.  A Young  Friends  chairman  is  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Yearly  Meeting  Nominating  Committee, 
and  should  work  with  the  Arrangements  Com- 
mittee. 

3.  An  adult  advisor,  or  advisors,  should  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  local  Arrangements  Committee. 

4.  A Committee  of  Correspondence  is  to  be  set 
up  by  Young  Friends  with  regional  representation. 
It  should  meet  if  possible  at  the  same  time  as 
Interim  Committee. 

5.  Young  Friends  are  encouraged  to  function 
actively  through  their  Quarterly  and  Half-Yearly 
Meetings. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  also  instructed  the 
Nominating  Committee  to  bring  forward  the 
name  of  a Young  Friend  (college  age)  as 
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representative  to  the  Young  Friends  Com- 
mittee of  North  America,  and  recommended 
a budget  item  for  this  international  organ- 
ization. The  Meeting  also  approved  the  ap- 
pointment of  Bill  Acord  as  representative  to 
the  Young  Friends  Conference  in  Kansas  this 
summer. 

The  agenda  for  the  Junior  Yearly  Meeting 
was  based  on  a plan  presented  by  Nancy 
Pinney,  clerk  of  the  1958  Junior  High  Yearly 
Meeting,  and  prepared  by  herself,  Adele 
Polifroni,  and  Laurel  Hart.  It  included  a 
report  on  the  Argenta  trip,  a discussion  on 
juvenile  delinquency  with  Phillip  Wells,  a 
survey  of  “Youth  Service,”  and  participation 
in  several  adult  sessions,  committee  meetings 
and  Floyd  Schome’s  talk  on  Africa.  The  out- 
standing session  was  Sunday  evening  when 
the  Queries  were  discussed. 

Although  the  planned  work-camp  project 
of  replacing  and  clearing  trails,  arranged 
through  Mr.  Crockett  for  those  who  might 
feel  moved  to  join  this  activity,  never  did 
get  under  way  due  to  the  lure  of  La  Honda’s

magnificent  swimming  pool,  it  was  a step 
in  the  right  direction.  More  interest  in  this 
type  of  activity  is  developing  and  tentative 
plans  for  next  year  were  made  at  the  closing 
session  Tuesday  morning,  August  25,  with 
Melody  James  leading  the  discussion.  Fur- 
ther ideas,  plans  and  announcements  will 
continue  to  “orbit”  before  next  August 
through  Bill  Bruff,  the  Young  Friends  cor- 
respondent and  editor  of  Orbit. 

Counselors  listening  in  on  the  program- 
planning session  felt  that  next  year’s  meet- 
ing may  prove  to  be  the  best  yet,  not  only 
because  of  the  fun  planned,  but  also  be- 
cause of  the  spiritual  growth  evinced  by  a 
number  of  Young  Friends.  This  maturity 
was  demonstrated  by  the  thoughtfulness  and 
seriousness  of  the  meditation  upon  and 
speaking  to  the  Queries  for  almost  two  hours 
Sunday  night,  under  the  clerkship  of  Stephen 
Young.  During  the  session  they  questioned 
their  own  concept  of  God,  leaving  unans- 
wered for  further  thinking  “whether  God  is 
omnipotent,  omnipresent  or  omniscient — or 
all  three.” 

The  deepening  of  spiritual  feeling  and

CHILDREN'S  PROGRAM 

The  children’s  program,  which  was  un- 
usually well  organized  and  unified,  was  un- 
der the  leadership  of  Jennivieve  Westwick. 
The  main  theme  was  Lebanon.  The  children 
started  their  day  with  a worship  service  led 
by  Mary  Etter;  this  included  a period  of  si- 
lence, songs,  and  stories  about  Lebanon.  They 
then  divided  into  age  groups  and  pursued 
studies  and  service  projects  related  to  Leb- 
anon. The  nursery  and  kindergarten  made 
blueprints  of  leaves  in  the  form  of  friendship 
cards.  The  first  and  second  graders  made 
pictures  to  send,  and  learned  to  make  oil 
lamps  of  clay  similar  to  those  used  in  that 
area.  The  third  and  fourth  grades  worked 
with  maps  of  Lebanon  and  learned  some  of 
the  dances  and  songs.  Needle  holders  were 
made  by  the  the  fifth  and  sixth  graders  as 
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useful  gifts  to  send,  and  they  made  a study 
of  the  Moslem  religion. 

Sunday  evening  Fran  and  Cecil  Thomas 
led  a rollicking  and  joyous  period  of  games 
and  singing,  with  Fran  accompanying  on  the 
accordion.  There  were  educational  movies 
for  the  children  every  evening. 

Many  Friends  worked  with  the  children 
for  longer  or  shorter  periods.  The  list  be- 
low may  not  be  complete,  but  it  indicates 
how  much  help  was  given  to  this  program 
so  important  a part  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.

Perhaps  because  this  Yearly  Meeting  was 
so  serious  in  purpose  and  was  aware  of  im- 
portant variations  in  thinking,  it  was  among 
the  gayest  and  liveliest.  Not  all  Friends  are 
weighty  all  the  time! 

Jones  Gulch,  whatever  its  drawbacks,  pro- 
vided a fine  setting  for  recreation.  It  took  a 
spirit  of  high  adventure  plus  considerable 
manipulative  skill  to  tackle  the  men’s  show- 
ers, especially  one  of  them,  which  created 
several  minor  but  hilarious  interludes.

Meeting  was  amused  to  hear  our  serious  (or 
so  we  thought)  treasurer  tell  how  the  printed 
checks  had  come  from  the  bank  reading 
“Pacific  Yearling  Meeting.”  Ferner  Nuhn 
described  a phone  call  he  had  received  from 
a worried  woman  saying  that  now  that  the 
heads  of  the  USSR  and  the  US  were  getting 
together,  she  hoped  that  the  American 
Friends  Service  Committee  would  not  suffer 
because  people  might  not  be  so  interested 
now,  “because  it  looks  as  if  peace  might 


come.”  Perhaps  the  best  “small  sermon” 
was  given  by  Otha  Thomas;  her  daughter 
once  said  to  her,  “Mother,  when  you  tell  the 
truth,  why  can’t  you  smile?” 

If  you  have  never  created  a mural  under 
the  gay  tutelage  of  Elizabeth  Van  Dolsen, 
you  have  missed  a quarter  of  your  life;  you 
have  missed  another  quarter  if  you  have  not 
sneaked  around  evesdropping  as  one  or  more 
of  our  members,  learned  in  pedagogy  and 
the  inner  resources  of  the  mind,  analyzed 
and  commented  upon  these  communal  artis- 
tic creations! 

Indeed,  the  fun  night,  Saturday,  of  which 
these  endeavors  were  part,  was  highly  suc- 
cessful. The  Friends  Secondary  School  pre- 
sented a program  of  ballad  music  and  plays. 
The  first  play  presented  two  scenes  from  the 
life  of  Lucretia  Mott,  and  the  second  was  a 
rousing  “mellerdramer”  in  which  the  audi- 
ence took  enthusiastic  part.  Foy  Van  Dolsen 
was  our  genial  and  entertaining  host.  The  fun 
night  is  becoming  a regular  part  of  the  Year- 
ly Meeting  session,  looked  forward  to  alike 
by  older  and  younger  Friends. 


REPORT  OF  SECRETARY— (Continued) 

Fifteen  Meetings  have  been  able  to  hold, 
or  to  join  with  other  groups  in  holding,  a 
number  of  public  meetings.

Walden,  Sidney  Russell  (Director  of  Kings- 
ley Hall),  Kermit  Eby,  Vera  Brittain,  Ruth 
Wendt,  membership  seminar,  individual  re- 
sponsibility of  peace  making,  Levinius  K. 
Painter,  Bill  Hanson,  Victor  Scheffer,  John 
Melling  (director  of  National  Committee  on 
Canadian  Indians),  and  AFSC  meetings. 

Twenty-two  Meetings  have  had  organized 
programs  of  study.  Several  have  studied 
PYM  Queries  and  Friends’  testimonies. 
Other  topics  mentioned  were;  history  of  the 
Bible,  activities  of  the  Golden  Rule,  Gospel 
according  to  Matthew,  five  books  recom- 
mended by  Douglas  Steere  in  On  Listening 
to  Another,  Elise  Boulding’s  My  Part  in  the 
Quaker  Adventure,  Friends’  philosophy  of 
Education,  great  spiritual  leaders  of  the  20th 
century,  problems  in  the  home,  relationship 
of  the  children  to  the  Meeting,  concerns  re- 
lated to  ICBM  and  war  preparedness,  Quak- 
erism and  Eastern  religions,  Buddhist  and 
Quaker  experiment  with  truth,  Howard 
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Brinton’s  Guide  to  Quaker  Practise.  Bible 
study  using  Five  Years  Meeting  Quarterlies, 
Quakerism  as  it  affects  our  everyday  life 
in  business,  and  Quaker  pamphlets  on  peace. 

The  Meetings  have  had  a wide  variety  of 
projects  and  activities.  Most  frequently  men- 
tioned were:  obtaining  new  meeting  houses 
and  upkeep  of  present  meeting  houses,  cloth- 
ing work  rooms  and  sewing  or  knitting 
groups,  the  meetings  at  Lompoc,  AFSC  and 
FCL  programs  and  projects,  prison  visita- 
tion, mental  hospital  work  or  visits,  work 
toward  open  housing,  and  overnight  retreats. 
Others  were:  Friends  school,  joined  in  spon- 
soring the  Canadian  Conference  on  Peace 
and  Non-violence,  series  of  potluck  suppers 
followed  by  programs,  dinner  and  social 
hour  for  scientists,  officers  and  crew  of  a 
Russian  ship,  “read-aloud”  program  and 
weekly  cookies  for  children  in  Detention 
Home,  support  of  Korean  orphan,  hospitality 
to  traveling  Friends,  sharing  of  meeting 
house  with  foreign  students,  sponsored  In- 
donesian family,  sponsored  three  European 


refugees,  work  with  Indians,  Fallout  Suits, 
South  African  treason  trials,  publishing  of 
a quarterly  paper — “La  Voz  de  los  Amigos”, 
monthly  family  dinner  and  social  hour, 
burial  plan,  participation  in  local  Council  of 
Churches,  Sane  Nuclear  Policy,  testifying 
before  various  legislative  commitees  and 
zoning  boards,  NAACP,  Fair  Play  Council, 
sponsored  a sale  of  Indian  Arts  and  Crafts 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Los  Angeles  Indian 
Center,  parolee  revolving  fund,  supported 
efforts  to  establish  a local  nondiscrimination 
ordinance,  supported  the  building  of  a Coun- 
ty Juvenile  Detention  Home,  support  of  the 
Northwest  Young  Friends  in  their  effort  to 
raise  the  necessary  funds  to  send  their  rep- 
resentative to  the  Quaker  Pilgrimage  in 
England,  sent  letters  of  greeting  to  all  in- 
active and  scattered  members  at  Christmas 
time,  British  Columbia  Indian  welfare,  for- 
mation of  a Quarterly  Meeting  of  PYM  in 
Oregon,  and  one  wedding.
